_yj.enjn.a."-"A meeting took place on September 
26, 1915 in the town of Lvov in Eastern 
Galicia. Seen at the meeting were Russians, 
Italians, and Austrians. After the meeting 
the Italians and Austrians held a news 
conference., At the news conference they 
told the newsmen about their treaty to 
attack the land-hungry Germans and prevent 
the German take over of France, When asked 
where the Russians had. gone, the newsmen 
were asked, "What Russians?" The main 
agreement reached was a unified attack on 
Germany without any real promise of Russian 
aid! The Italians promised to take Munich 
and Austria promised to take Silesia. 
Unconfirmed sources stated that they xirere 
hoping a Russian unit would take Prussia. 



ENGLAND INVADES RUSSIA 

London( WASPS ) --First Lord of the Admiralty, 
Sir Winston Churchill, in explaining Eng- 
land's moves stated the following: "The 
recent events in. St. Petersburg make it 
self-evident that the Imperial Government 
no longer controls Russia's two northern 
fleets. In view of the growing anarchy-— 
which last Spring attempted to reach out 
and embrace Norway, England has concluded 
that a most serious situation has arisen. 
His Majesty's Government has concluded that 
only the total elimination of the Bolshevik 
fleets can prevent a Bolshevik attack, in 
Scandanavia. At the same time,. I must inform 
the House that last Spring's attack, from 
Norway was designed to help the Czar and 
his family escape. Unfortunately, our 
valiant effort failed and the Imperial 
family is now being, held incommunicado in 
the Winter Palace. As for France, well 
England must await developments there." 



TURMOIL IN SPAIN ■ ' 

Madrid(8PIC) ---0ct. 31, Prime Minister Dato 
mo.de his first annual State of the Republic 
address to the Parliament here yesterday, 
and the outlook, for Spain as he painted it 
was much in doubt . 

In the plus column were the liberties 
granted Spain by her "parent and protector" 
France. Consequently, the military reverses 
of the French could only be considered, a 
threat of the highest order. Dato assured 
the assembly that reports of monarchist 
riots in the southern provinces were merely 
rumors. 

In a separate speech to the Parliament 
today, the Spanish Council of Nations dele- 
gate, Zarco Moreno, looking rather sheepish, 
stammered .through what was dubbed as an 
"unsatisfactory explanation" of Spain's 
political demise in the Council. "Any 
nation/" he said, "which simultaneously 
denounces all warfare and economically 
supports an aggressing power is politically 
indef cnsiblc . " 

In comparison, bulletins from Austerwat.z, 
Bavaria describe Alfonso XIII, exiled King, 
"in ecstasy."' He claims the Council of 
Nations defeat was the work of his agents, 
and on receiving news of the German victory 
in the west, he stated that, he would now 
"pack, his bags. " 

Finally, Minister Lorenzo Amsden, im an 
indignant three-hour tirade, has labeled 
Turkish rumors of his lineage as "malicious 
machinations and foul fabrications."

SWEDEN LOSES STOCKHOLM 

Stockholm ( SINS)- --Subscribers to this 
journalistic effort are notorious seekers 
of truth. Therefore, SINS cannot permit the 
despicable lies concerning the loss of the 



heavy cruiser Stockholm, as reported by 
the Turkish press to go unchallenged. 

True, the Stockholm was. lost and the 
Cruiser Goteborg was badly damaged. Also 
true, many Swedish nationals diedf 472 naval 
personnel and 238 civilians including women 
and children. Not the ridiculous figure 
reported by the Turks! 

The two ships sailed through the Ottoman 
fleet in the Aegean and the one stationed 
in and about the harbor at Smyrna. After 
docking and replenishing stores, at exor- 
bitant prices, the civilians were allowed to 
embark. As the lines were cast off, the 
treacherous Turks opened fire on the cruisers. 
Nearly every ship in the anchored fleet was 
firing at the hopelessly out-numbered ships. 
As is well known, the Turkish fire was very 
poor. Their shells consistently overshot 
their target and landed along the clock, areaj 
many fires were started and several large 
explosions occurred. (Reports received by 
SINS in Cairo indicate that as many as 1100 
casualties were caused by Turkish fire) 

As the Stockholm and the Goteborg sped 
for the safety of the open sea, several 
Ottoman destroyers of the Amier class 
dashed in to block their escape. The 
Stockholm sank two with here eight inch guns 
and rammed the third, cutting it in half. 

The three meter gash in the bow (apparent- 
ly referred to in the Turkish account) caused 
the Stockholm to list badly. Once the 
cruiser stopped, Ottoman accuracy improved 
slightly. The Goteborg continued to elude 
the Turkish fire and halted her flight 
20,000 meters outside the harbor mouth and 
turned, on her attackers. The Ottoman fleet 
was thus caught between the two cruisers. 
The Swedish Cruisers continued to fight 
until the Stockholm exploded and sank. The 
Ottoman fleet pursued the lone cruiser, south 
into the Eastern Mediterranean where they 
abandoned the chase. The Goteborg limped 
into Cairo where she is now being refitted. 



FIRST SHIPS OF THE SWISS NAVY LAUNCHED 

Sard.inJLa— -Sxfiss Naval Command were quoted 
today as having completed the first stage 
of building Switzerland's first navy. The 
William Tell, Bern, and Alpjs battlewagons 
were already at sea. on training maneuvers. 
Meanwhile, it was reported that two un-named 
heavy cruisers, #1 and #2 were off on a trip 
to Egypt to rendevous with Swedish cruiser 
the Gqt^ebprg. Government officials in 
Bern were elated at the rapid progress. 
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LIECHTENSTEIN UNDERGROUND 

L ie cht en ste in ( LISP-— -Li edit exist e in Int ernal 
Socialist Press)— Prince Frankenbeer ' s 
capitalistic government was forceably de- 
posed by the people of Liechenstein. The 
revolutionary crowd (some officials number 
it as high as 53) stormed the Snow Palace 
late last night, the Prince barely escaped 
with his life and was last seen heading 
towards the Swiss frontier. 

The reasons given for the revolution are 
mainly nationalistic ones and the close 
relationship between the Prince and Johann 
Boyer may have cost him his throne. In the 
past month the people of Liechtenstein were 
forced, to buy Swiss watches and this caused 
quite a commotion when it was realized 
that the watches didn't work. 

In his first address to the National 
Assembly, Comrade Candide stated that., 
"Liechtenstein will now move in a social- 
istic direction or in any direction that 
will take us as far as possible from Swit- 
zerland." Later at a news conference the 
Comrade was asked what he thought Boyer ' s 
reaction might be, "I don't know and don't 
care, I do know, however, that we're sending 
back, all 2,347 of "those watches and he can 
shove them up his...." With loud applause 
from everyone present, the Comrade retired.

The situation 
is stable in the south, but at least one 
of the three southern armies will have to 
be sent northward thus weakening that 
front also.

With the Dutchman, Kerr 
Barents., now directing the German wax 
effort, Germany's war machine is on the 
move. .Recent successes include Sweden 
and Paris—both startling tactical moves.

than just a forum for debate and yellings. 

Sports has revived itself, and. with the 
several proposals in the CON., it should 
prosper. The Soccer League has finally 
gotten off to a start on. the right foot, and 
a prize should further increase interest, in 
soccer and other sports. All in all, good!

It 
was acclaimed as a power play, and rumors 
has it that the Council would do something 
about this , and that Sicily may .just lead 
the group. The only response from Switzer- 
land was that of Johann Bo.yer, recently 
General Secretary of the Council of Hat ions, 
"Yes, we vetoed this hill "because of our • 
inherent rights as sole member of the 
"Security Council,." We have just annexed 
Corsica and the motion, was therefore quite 
farfetched. In comparison, it was not all 
possible for Italy to have held onto Sicily 
because it is well known rules of the game 
that Sicily among other places could not 
be entered by major powers.

Francs I rate weaker than the Crowns 
because of the number involved. Same for 
the Marks. Perhaps I should rate Liras 
and Pounds higher, but no set rule is easily 
seen .here. 

However, the least you need to have a 
sizeable majority means the best chance 
you then have to control the price. The 
fewer with little holdings should mean less 
risk of speculating sales. The worst any 
currency can suffer is a drop of 90 points 
in one session. It would take three to 
wipe out the Marks—- -maybe that factor alone 
should, make it the hardest to wipe out and 
thus the strongest currency? WAJ-I, I 
think you have the necessary figures to 
work out your own theories-.
